WILD MEN Ol- AUSTrlALiA.
An Aborisliml DvrolllitK aud n Sweet

l>ct l'uiuvltlu« blub.
An explorer in the wilds of northern

Australia writes: "While at work one
fifty Mr.' Kingston found flu aboriginal
dwelling which revealed evidences of
architectural design seldom displayed
by Australian aborigines. It wus evi¬
dently n main camping depot, ovul in
shape, about sixteen feet loiig and four¬
teen feet high, It ¦wus built of layers
of straw Intermixed with u good stiff
clay. Small opeiiiug3 as vlu.dows wore
numerous all round the slilc3. The
door was Uie only drawback. Tdds
wus u mere burrow1 hole about one foot
from the grouud, and one was com¬

pelled to crawl lu on nil lours to enter
this primitive type of mansion. W'hen
we cleared. Uio river we anchored at
Maria Island. Seeing some of the
blacks on the beach wo went to Inter¬
view them. They were" apparently'
frightened, however, and ubiindoued
the canoo3 on which they were at work
and cleared Into the bush. Care wua
taken not to interfere with their pos¬
sessions, nnd pipes and tobacco were
left where the natives could Uud them.
Rambllug about we came upon mi open
epaco of considerable extent marked
out lu large squares with slouo, on
which were planted; three to live feet
High, live or six hollow posts, which
were stulTed full of human bones. All
the posts were painted red. We doubt¬
less had stumbled upon a sacred spot.
There were some nice skulls, but not
a thing was Interfered with.
"A few miles up the river we struck

a big camp of natives, but they cleared
Into the bush as soon as they caught
sight of us. We waited some time at
the enmp, and the blacks returned, sat¬
isfied that we did not Intend mischief.
The usual presents pt tobacco and pipes
Were given, and they- were received
wltli the greatest satlsfaction. Indeed,
we became perfect friends for the time
being. To seal the friendship,Or, per¬
chance, It may have' hern the native
fashion of 'looking toward you,' a great
buck came to me with a wooden ves¬
sel shaped like a canoe in his hand and
fiill of honey. I noticed on the "top a
:bull Of grass. Tho chap hold the honey
to mo, but I shook my bead, ho be look
the ball*of grass, whisked it about In
the sirup .and popped It Into his inaiith.
After.sucklng [\ dry be put it back Into
tbo honey, and when nicely soaked of¬
fered it to mo again. He evidently
'wjsbed,me to. follow his example, but
I passed. There was a flue Iguana on
the Uro, Just nicely cooked. This I
'did try, and It was really good.Just
Ilka chicken "
